as may be determined by the applica- 
tion of these principles and should 
take effect as of the date when the 
men return to work. 


"Fifth.—The needs of the United 


States are not alone to be considered; 
Europe is in desperate need of coal 
and should have all that we can 
spare " 


Coal Production Diminishes. 


Chicago, Nor. 24. — Production of 


coal in the bitimunious fields today, 
the twenty-fourth day of the strike of 
miners, showed a decrease as compar- 
ed with figures published Saturday. If 
the situation is not soon changed, re- 
ports indicated that many more in- 
dustrial plants will be added to the 
list of concerns already forced to close 
because of a shortage of fuel. 


Reports from District No. 17, United 


Mine Workers, in West Virginia, 
showed a decrease of more than five 
per cent, in production. Several large 
mines did not open. It was thought 
that the activities ot radicals caused 
the miners to remain away from the 
pits. 
Union officials made efforts to 


persuade the employes to reconsider 
their decision.

Beginning with the statement made 


by Secretary Lansing In Albany less 
than a month ago to the effect that If 
all nations were republics like ours, 
the peace of the world would be more 
secure, he inquired Just how such 
a republic should be described. For 
ourselves, we are justly proud of our 
republic of its wealth, commerce and 
productive enterprise and of its po- 
sition in the world as a potent factor 
for peace, a responsible guarantor of 
civilization. 


We became a world power, he said, 


as the result of the Spanish war; we 
became the world power at the con- 
clusion of the Great War. It IK alike 
a tremendous honor and responsibility 
and it Is proper that we should ask 
what nations are tc bear with us our 
responsibilities, -what other republics 
are to be bur partners in the work. 


While paying due tribute to Prance 


for what she is and what she has done 
the thoughts of the speaker turned 
chiefly to England, which though 
nominally a. limited monarchy. Is In 
all but name a republic. The king of 
England is not really the executive 
head of the nation. Rather it is the 
prime minister, Lloyd George, who 
holds that position, and who more di- 
rectly even that the president of the 
United States, is amenable to the peo- 
ple. It is England, with wide-spread- 
ing domains, a free peopH alike at 
home and in 'the colonies, and with a 
language and a heritage of senti- 
ments and ideas like our own, which 
is to join hands with the United 
States' that the two may be the true 
guarantors. 
, 


"Upoa this American republia and 


upon that group of self-governing na- 
tions which fly the British flag depends 
the survival of the free spirit The 
English-speaking race guarantees civ- 
ilization."

In the remaining eighty cities 
the excess of revenues over expendi- 
tures was $22,323,000, or $1.00 per 
capita. Taking the entire 227 cities as 
a group, the excess of expenditures 
over revenues amounted to $48,600,- 
830, or $1.42 per capita. The net In- 
debtedness of these cities averaged 
$77.53 per capita. 


T«e aggregate revenues of all the 


cities during the year were $1,124,094,- 
899, the aggregate expenditures for cur- 
rent expenses and interest, $894,332,- 
392; and the aggregate outlays, $278,- 
363,437.

Thousands of People Are Dying 


of Oread Disease In 


Siberia. 


TELLSHORMItS Of SITUATION 


American Red Cross Nurse Writes 


Pitiable Story of Conditions She 


Personally Observed—Lack 


Hospital Facilities, 


Tokyo.—In a letter from Omsk, Si- 


beria, Miss Charlotte Boardman Hog- 
er», of New York city, who was on 
the western front when the Kolchak 
armies recently evacuated several cit- 
ies, writes a pitiable story of the hor- 
rors of typhus which she personally 
observed as a nurse of the American 
Red Cross. She says: 


"I have spent twenty-four hours In 


hell. Our train was stalled at the rail 
way station at Petropavlovsk, Fat 
Western Siberia, 
and somewhere to 


the west of us the Bed armies were 
coming on. 


"To the right of us, left of us, reai 


Of us, were typhus fever trains, boi 
cars, passenger cars, twenty-five, thir- 
ty, even thirty-five cars to a train, 
and all loaded with men from the 
front and from the evacuated hos- 
pitals, with thousands of patients dy- 
ing of the dread disease. 


"No nurse waited on them, no doc* 


tors administered medicines to stimu- 
late the action of their weakened 
hearts. They 
lay on rough board 


shelves erected around the sides and 
ends of the cars, or on the floor where 
even cattlemen would have placed 
straw If animals were to be carried 
No sanitary conveniences were sup- 
plied ; the patients' clothes were stain- 
ed with filth and blood; their feet 
caked with mud and manure; theii 
bodies alive with little gray typhui 
lice—the plague of Serbia. 


"Cheek bones protruded through 


their yellow ekin, eyes sunken Into 
their sockets, hands like birds' clawc 
stretched out with cups for water— 
they lay all day in the sweltering heat; 


"We tried to look away, but all daj 


long we heard them moan or Can foi 
their sanitary attendants.

When the boys of Tahiti came 


marching home from the world war 
the fantastic 
native dances, 
the 


"himinles" or folk songs which hare 
been compared to Wagnerian opera, 
and the ancient fire-walking ceremony, 
were revived to welcome them. 


These customs, all but suppressed 


by civilizing French influences, were 
among the most Interesting practices 
of Polynesian peoples, according to 
a bulletin from the National Geograph- 
ic society In Washington. 


Tahiti women were extolled by 


early travelers as being the most beau- 
tiful in the Pacific islands; their men 
still are fine physical specimens; and 
the early civilization of this isolated 
people has been 4ne of the wonders of 
science," says the bulletin. 


"The Tahitlans knew some of the 


constellations, navigated by the posi- 
tions of the stars, made progress fh 
music which is startling', yet preserved 
many savage customs, such as pluck- 
Ing an eye from a human being to be 
placed in the mouth of a priest as an 
acceptable offering to their gods." 


The bulletin then quotes from a 


diary presented to the society by the 
late S. P. Langley who visited the 
island nearly twenty years ago and 
leard old-time songs and saw native 
dances and rites, which have been re- 
vived to honor the men who fought 
under allied colors in France.

The Story of Flax 


The flax plaut is pulled from flip ground, 


dried and "rippled," drawn 1hrou<;li u comb 
with eighteen inch tcftli, to clear it of seeds 
and leaves. 


Jt is "retted." allowed 1o rot in river water 


or special pools, for fourteen or til'teen <la\s. 


It is dried in the open. 
The stalks are broken by lon» 
bars or 


knives to crumble away the wood, or tlie\ are 
drawn through heavy rollers. 


The iibros are "scrutched." a beating pro- 


cess that removes the coarve pieces of wood 
or bark 


They are "swingled," further healing by 


heavy paddles to remove still more. 


The fibres are passed over a comb with 


sharp, steel points and still further cleaned. 
This is called "roughing." 


They are "hackled," drawn through finer 


and finer sharp combs until ready for spinn- 
ing. 


From soil to spindle the flax is rotted. 


pounded, beaten, scored, scoured, dragged 
through sharp knives, exposed to the weath- 
er. The fibre that has come unaltered throi' -h 
it all is spun into linen.
